He is now too old to work and 
spends his time abqut 
“ puttering" 
awaiting the call of death. 
Deleglise was scarcely under 30 
years of age, when he was sentenc­ 
ed to the prison. Aug. IO, 1867 from 
Shawano county 
for the crime of 
rape. 
It was then punishable with 
a life term, but the maximum has 
since been changed to 35 years. He 
is a Frenchman. 
There are at present In the prison, 
360 persons serving time of which 22 
are females. 
There are 81 people, 
■who have been sentenced for life. It 
•has been suggested in some quarters 
(that if an application w’as now made 
for the pardon of Deleglise he would 


I doubtless be sent free. 
But he has 
jno relatives to care for him. so he 
will doubtless spend all of his days 
in prison.
